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DETAILED ACTION 

(1) . Applicants Remarks, Information Disclosure Statements (IDS) and Amendments filed on 
3/23/2010 have been received. 

Claims 1, 15, 24 and 27 are amended. Claims 5-8, 10-1 1, 16-19 and 21-22 are cancelled. 
The rejection of claim 16 is removed in view of the cancellation. 

The 1 12 rejection and rejection of claims 1-4, 9, 12-15, 20, 23-27 and rejections in prior 
Office Action dated 12/14/2009 is withdrawn in view of the current Remarks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(2) . Claims 1-4, 9, 12-15, 20, 23-27 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

(3) . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further consideration of the arguments addressed in the current Remarks with 
respect to the Office Action dated 12/14/2009, instant application is in condition of allowance. 

The fact that carbon dioxide loaded aqueous washing solution in Applicant's process is 
substantially free of insoluble carbamates as recited in both independent claims 1 and 15 is 
unexpected results which overcomes the combined teaching of Wagner et al (US 7276153B2) 
and Wagner et al (US 4997630) even though the components, their composition of the carbon 
dioxide scrubbing liquid as well as the operating pressure claimed by Applicants are met by 
combined teachings. Such unexpected result would not have been reasonably predictable from 
the teachings of both prior arts of the record used in the rejection under 103 Section. Further, 
evidence of unexpected results or surprising properties is deemed sufficient to rebut any 
inference of obviousness raised by Wagner et al '153 and accordingly, claims 1-4, 9, 12-15, 20, 
23-27 are to define allowable subject matter and passed to issue as of date of this Allowability 
Notice.
